L.inw'n, June 30.— At an Important dem- 
onstration last evening at Ayieeburg, Lord 
Randolph Churchill said: "The Govern- 
ment's Egyptian policy is, throughout, a 
tale of shame. The English Minister is the 
direct cause of the misery and blwdshed 
among the Innocent people whom 'tD our 
mission to protect. Mr. Gladstone should 
fostered Arabi Pasha's patriotic 
movement instead of destroying Alexan- 
dria and killing ten thousand Egyptians 
After the batUe of Tel El Kehir, England's 
ir was greater, as her responsibility 
greater; but Gladstone's only thought 
how to abandon Egypt. His waver- 
ing policy is answerable for all the disaster 
aud bloodshed from the defeat of Hicks 
Pasha to the fall of Berber." Churchill 
said the day of reckoning is fast approach- 
ing, yet Gladstone would select such a mo- 
ment to propose the restoration of French 
control and English evacuation, and ad- 
vancing Ca,000,000 of British tax-payers' 
money. "Such proposals are ruiuous to 
British interests," said Churchill, "nuance, 
honor and renown. The Minister's imbe- 
■ility is without a patallel in ancient or 
modern times." Churchill was no advo- 
cate of annexation, which meant increased 
I armament and taxation. The maintenance 
! of the British Empire depended upou just 
aud righteous policy, not the sword. 
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The Independents of New York hold 
the balance of power, ami no man more 
obnoxious to me than Mr. Blaine could be 
nominated for the Presidency.
